NEAR EXTINCT 


One of Britain’s Historical 
Political Forces Break- 


ing Up

LONDON, May 8.—One of 
Britain's historical political 
forces, the Independent Labor 
party, which gave Viscount 
Snowden and Ramsay MacDonald 
their starts in public life, faces 
virtual extinction. 

A power in the land since 1893 
when it was formed by two Scot- 
tish miners, Keir Hardie and Rob- 
ert Smiley, the LL.P. seems to be 
breaking up. 

Already one-quarter of its par- 
liamentary force, G. Buchanen, has 
deserted to the official Labor party 
and two others, C, Stephen and 
Andrew McGovern, are flirting 
with the idea. That would leave 
only James Maxton, one of the 
most picturesque and best liked 
members of the House of Com- 
mons, as sole representative of the 


party 
PROPAGANDA AGENCY 

The I.L.P. was formed seven 
years before Hardie persuaded the 
trade unions to enter politics as & 
Socialist movement and formed the 
official Labor party. In those days 
the LL.P. was affiliated with the 
Labor movement chiefly as a prop- 
agenda agency in much the same 
way as the Fabian Society. 

During the days of the Labor 
government, 1929-31, the I.L.P. was 
deeply critical of some of its legis- 
lation, believing its old leaders, Mr. 
MacDonald and Lord Snowden, had 
forgotten their Socialist principles. 


ONE-MAN PARTY 

This clash eventually led to the 
1LLP, breaking away from the of- 
ficial Labor movement to adopt an 


independent stand, 

Now it looks es though Maxton, 
who was born a Tory and became 
Britain’s No. 1 revolutionary—but 
always a smiling revolutionary who 
has no equal in Britain as a consti- 
tutional agitator—will become par- 
liament’s second one-man party.

TUPPER CREEK, B.C., May 8 
—New homes in a new land are 
being bullt here by 25 families, 
refugees from the Sudeten area of 
dismembered Csecho ~ Slovakia. 
Taking up land in this Peace 
River bloc of British Columbia, 
the newcomers are hard at work 
establishing homes and sowing 
their first crops more than 5,000 
miles from their homeland which 
they fled when Germany occe- 
pied the territory. 

Edmonton was the last big city 
they saw as their train swung 
northward on the last 450-mile 
stretch in the Peace River country, 
made famous by such wheat grow- 
ers as Herman Trelie of Wembley 
and widely noted for its quality 
gtains, 

Into this area came the 25 fami- 
lies. There were 87 persons in all, 
many of them children. They tra- 
velled westward from the Atlantic 
seaboard in two private coaches 
and they were joyous at the pros- 
pects of success in the land of their 
adoption. 


FEW EXPERIENCED 


Few of them had any experience 
at farming. They come from the in- 
dustrial areas around Reichenberg 
and Goblez. But they have no fears 
about building themselves new 
homes and a happy life on the farm. 
It is a venture, They intend to make 
it a success, 

Children romped and played at 
stations on the route across Canada. 
But the older people were more 
serious-minded. All were glad of 
the chance to escape from their 
homeland. Spokesmen for the party 
talked, But they would not reveal 
their names. They feared some of 
their relatives still at home might 
suffer. 

Chief spokesman for the party 
was a district secretary of the Su- 
deten German Social Democratic 
party. He told newsmen that he had 
left the headquarters of his _ party 
just three minutes before troOps ar- 
rived to arrest him. The party lead- 
ers who did not get away at the 
time were placed in concentration 
camps, he said. 

“We were building a new nation 
for ourselves, but that is all past 
now,” he said. “We would not go 
back even if Hitler and the Nazi 
party disappeared. We look forward 
to peace and freedom and a new life 
in Canada. We found freedom in 
England; we know we shall find it 
here.” 

Those who remembered the “im- 
migrant trains” of 35 and 40 years 
ago saw a difference when the new- 
comers passed through Edmonton. 
There were no colorful shawls or 
native costume, They were all neat- 
ly dressed in clothing Canadians see 
every day. 

About 60 Czech and Slovak resi- 
dents of Edmonton visited them at 
the station before the coaches pull- 
ed out for Tupper Creek. They con- 
tributed about 100 baskets of food- 
stuff and many city merchants 
made contributions 

The families now are being lo- 
cated on farms to learn the Canad- 
ian way of life, Lack of farming ex- 
perience did not cause any worries 
about the future. They were in| 
search of freedom, peace and new | 
homes. They were confident of | 
success in Canada,

Pontiff Delivers Appeal In 
French From Vatican

VATICAN CITY, May 8—Pope 
Pius XII renewed his appeal Sun- 
day for “that peace so ardently 
desired by uneasy humanity” as 
announcement of a German-lItal- 
fan military alliance caused new 

tension in Europe, 


The Pope's plea was made in a 
speech delivered in French and 
broadcast from Vatican City to the 
Eucharistic Congress at Algiers, 
Algeria. 

It followed a week of conferences 
between papal nuncios and govern- 
ment offficials in various Euro-

The Pope has been reported on 
good authority as putting the moral 
force of the church and the diplo- 
matic resources of the Vatican into 
a campaign to preserve the peace of 
Europe. 

Sources familiar with Vatican 
policy said Saturday the papal nun- 
cios to Germany, France, Italy, Po- 
land and other countries had been 
instructed by the pontiff to confer 
with high officials—in some 
the heads of governments—in 
effort to safeguard peace. 

The informants cited interviews 
Friday between Monsignor Cesare 
Orsenigo, nuncio to Germany, and 
Chancellor Hitler and Mouvsignor 
Valeria Paleri, nuncio to France, 
and the foreign minister, Georges 
Bonnet. 

The Vatican officially was silent 
on such diplomatic moves and it 
could not be learned = definitely 
whether the pope is presenting a 
specific peace plan.

Oil companies plan to spend $2,500,- 
000 this summer in boring fifteen wells in 
Turner Valley, in addition to $1,650,000 
now being spent there in drilling eleven 
wells started since the first of the year. 
Ordinarily production of a commodity is 
expanded when and because there is a 
market at hand for more than can be 
supplied from the existing sources. But the 
new wells are being drilled in Alberta's 
oil fields in face of knowledge that the 
available market is already 
over-supplied.

LONDON.—Papers of the United Kingdom 
are generally agreed the Warsaw speech by 
Colonel Joseph Beck, Polish foreign minister, 
was firm but not provocative, 

The Daily Express (Independent) called the 
speech “an utterance of a man who was ready to 
take his seat at the conference table if he could 
get anyone to join him there.” 

The Manchester Guardian (Liberal) saw 
Danzig “just as much as Austria or Czecho-Slo- 
vakia a test of German readiness to negotiate,” 
and said: “Even if the German claim to Danzig 
were justified (which it is not) it will stil] be 
the duty of this country to support Poland in in- 
sisting that the matter can only be discussed 
amicably without the threat of armies mobilized 
on the frontier.” 

The Times (Independent) said the problem of 
Polish-German relations was one which must be 
settled by diplomacy and added: “No doubt the 
Government of Warsaw are ready to make ime 
provements in the position of German minorities 
in Polish Pomerania and elsewhere and to grant 
yet more facilities to Germans on through journ- 
eys. There are also other points which might be 
brought up in the course of their negotiations.” 

Repeating its previous statement that the 
problem of Danzig was “not worth a war,” The 
Times said any attempt to solve it by force 
would “convert it at once from a local dispute 
into one more instance of methods which the 
world is no longer prepared to tolerate.” 

The Yorkshire Post (Conservative) said: “In 
view of our guarantee to Poland the speech is of 
the greatest importance to the people of this 
country but it also ts such a speech as can raise 
here no regrets that the guarantee was given.” 


Family Living Expenses in Canada 


Wage-earner families in Canada spend 
approximately 64 per cent of their total income 
upon the necessities of life—food, fuel, light, 
shelter and clothing. This is one of the striking 
results concerning the living standards of Cana- 
dian wage-earner families recently obtained 


from a survey of Canadian urban family living 
expenditures. This survey was authorized at the 
last session of parliament which provided for an 
investigation by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics into nutrition and living expenditures in 
twelve representative Canadian cities, covering 
all the provinces of the Dominion. 

Living expenditure records were collected 
for the year ending September 30, 1938, from 
1,135 families of British origin in eleven cities, 
from 211 families of French origin in the two 
Quebec cities which were surveyed, and in addi- 
tion 93 records were obtained in Montreal and 
Winnipeg and families of other racial origins. 
Families contributing records were selected at 
random from specially prepared lists of house- 
holds with certain characteristics which make 
them typical of Canadian wage-earner homes. 
Both parents and one or more children were 
present in each home, and in some cases one 
lodger or a domestic also lived with the family. 
Earnings in the sample ranged from $450 to 
$2,500 per annum. 

An outstanding fact apparent from the sum- 
mary data available is the remarkable similarity 
of proportions of income spent upon the more 
important budget items. As income and living 
standards rise, the proportion of income spent 


budget groups covering necessities accounted for 
neariy two-thirds of the total expended each 
year, the proportions for the individual cities 
being concentrated within the narrow range be- 
tween 59.2 (Charlottetown) and 65.4 per cent 
(Montreal—British) for the British and French 
families, amongst which there was no significant 
difference. The proportions for families of other 
racial origins were 65.4 and 68.3 per cent in Win- 
nipeg and Montreal respectively. 

The greatest difference in proportions of 
expenditures for family needs was apparent in 
food purchases. These ranged from 25.3 per cent 
for Charlottetown up to 32.4 per cent for Mont- 
real families of other than British and French 
origin. There was a clearly discernible tendency 
for food percentages to be highest in the larger 
cities. 

Proportions of expenditures devoted to the 
provision of shelter ranged from 15.1 per cent 
in Charlottetown to 20.9 per cent in Ottawa. In 
Edmonton and Vancouver, these percentages 
were increased materially by families which had 
bought homes during the year, making sub- 
stantial payments from savings or loans. With 
the exception of these two cities, capital expendi- 
tures upon homes did not exceed an average of 
one per cent. Almost exactly one-third of the 
families covered by the survey were home- 
owners, but there were wide variations in the 
proportions of owners in individual cities. These 
ranged from 2 per cent for Montreal families of 
British origin to 48 per cent in Winnipeg. 

Average expenditures upon fuel and light 
ranged between 4.5 per cent in Quebec City and 
7.7 per cent in Charlottetown, the percentages 
being apparently more closely related to the 
accessibility of the supplies of fuel than to 
climate, Clothing expenditures were remarkably 
consistent, varying only from 9.6 per cent for 
the families in Vancouver to 125 per cent for 
Montreal families of “other” origins. It is notee 
worthy that the second and third places were 
occupied by French and British families resident 
in Montreal. 

In the residual budget groups, correspond- 
ingly close limits existed. Recreation averages, 
for example, ranged between 4.3 per cent in 
Saint John and 7.2 per cent in Saskatoon. For 
British and French families, the combined totals 
of savings, life insurance premiums, and pay- 
ments on debts incurred prior to the survey 
year varied not more than two per cent through- 
out the range of averages for all twelve cities, 
and centered around 9 per cent. Net savings 
were by no means as high as this, however, 
since accounts outstanding on September 30 for 
the survey year averaged nearly 5 per cent of 
total expenditures. For families of other racial 
origins, the percentage of the “savings” group 
fell to 72 per cent‘in Winnipeg and to 64 per 
cent in Montreal. Approximate percentages for 
other groups of expenditures for al! families in 
the twelve cities were as follows: Home furnish- 
ings and maintenance, 7 per cent; health and 
personal care, 6 per cent; motor cars, 4 per 
cent; other transportation, 2 per cent; and educa- 
tion, community welfare and gifts, 4 per cent.

Editor, Bulletin: In his speech 
before the Commons Banking and 
Commerce Committee at Ottawa, 


the Governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada pointed out the dangers of 
inflation if the government was to 
issue currency in payment of pub- 
lic works. However, he was unable 
on being questioned by Mr. McGeer 
to say at what point such inflation 
would take place. No one who has 
studied monetary policy will deny 
such danger exists, but it is pecu- 
liar to say the least, that the equally 
dangerous policy of deflation is not 
even commented upon. 

For the government to issue new 
taxation during the periods of busi- 
ness recession is to add oil to the 
flames, as it serves to further re- 
strict purchasing power. If we are 
to take 1926 prices as an index, it 
would need many millions of new 
money to bring prices back. The 
Governor also pointed out that this 
new money would increase bank 
liabilities as a reason for the present 
limitation of currency issue. The 
question is, since a bond issue puts 
the load squarely on the shoulders 
of the taxpayer, is it not time that 
a more even distribution of this 
burden be made?

question whether currency put out 
by the Bank of Canada can be 
regarded in that light, as it is a 
promise to pay by the government 
The reason monetary § reformers 
insisted on a central bank was to 
regulate the issue of currency to 
the needs of the country. To the 
man on the street a dollar bill is 
an asset. By having the govern- 
ment act in this matter we thought 
of keeping even the balance be- 
tween the two interested parties, 
but up to the present Mr. Towers 
has not gone very far from his 
banker's training. Y quote from his 
speech when he sald: “The real 
test of our ability to adhere to a 
policy of moderation has yet to 
come.” Prophetic words, because 
the present policy is not one of 
moderation, but of severe restric- 
tion. That is why we still need

On This Date

One hundred years ago today 
(May 8, 1839) a boy was born at 
Ste. Placide, P-Q., who was destined 
to be both a great judge and a 
great poet—Adolphe Basile Routh- 
jer, In his youth he went to Quebec 
city, here he graduated at Laval 
University and was edmitted to the 
bar of Lower Canada, Rising rap- 
idly in public esteem, he was 
created a Queen's Counsel in 1873 
and was named judge of the Sup- 
erior Court Sept. 1 of the same 
yeer. His career on the bench end- 
ed as Chief Justice, 1904-06, and 
many of his judgments are mile- 
stones of Quebec law. 

Judge Routhier never took a 
very active part in politics, al- 
though conservative in his sym- 
pathies. His chief objective in life 


was the stimulation of the tredi-— 


tions of the French-Canadian peo- 
ple, and he took a leading part in 
the activities of the St. Jean Bap- 
tiste Society. 

This great French-Canedian will 
live in Canadian history, not so 


much as a judge or a national | 
society leader, or even as an his-| 
torian. His chief claim to remem- | 


brance for all future generations is 
that he was the author of the Que- 
bec national hymn, “O Canada”, 
which, set to music by Calixte 
Lavellee, has become the national 
hymn of French Canada and is 
rapidly becoming second only to 
“God Save the King” as the nation- 
al anthem of all. Canada, Several 
translations into English have been 
made, the most popular being that 
of W. A. Weir, KC, Montreal] his-

Cannon’s cats and Pavlov’s dogs 
have certainly made a name for 
themselves in the story of man’s 
study of digestion. Dr. Cannon 
wanted to find out how much 
digestion is affected by emotional 
states, so he studied the digestion of 
a meal in a cat by using the X-ray. 

As long as the cat was calm, 
digestion went along smoothly, but 
as soon as a dog was brought into 
the room, the cat stopped digesting 
its food and digestion was thereafter 
at a standstill for about 4 hours. A 
similar process occurs in human 
beings, who suffer indigestion after 
partaking of a meal when they are 
excited, angry or afraid, Even the 
emotional tension induced by hurry 
is also sufficient to interfere with 
digestion. 

Pavlov, working with dogs, set 
himself to discover whether gastric 
juice is secreted in the stomach be- 
cause food has been swallowed and 
is actually in that organ, or because 
food has been placed in the mouth 
He found that it is the putting of 
food in the mouth which starts the 
flow of digestive juices in the stom- 
ach. Thus, when you place a bits of 
steak in your mouth, your stom- 
ach begins to “water,” that is, to 
throw out the juices which will be 
needed to digest the steak, 

When the steak has been prepar- 
ed in just the way you like it best, 
then an even better flow of gastric 
juice takes place. Suppose you like 
it well done, then when it is pre- 
paved in just that way, you will 
experience a free flow of juice and 
will digest it with ease, whereas if 
it ia served to you rare, the juices 
will not be secreted so rapidly 

A few simple rules to follow in

given a chance. We therefore have 
steadfastly refused to allow home- 


owners to be dispossessed of their) 
homes provided they showed a fair! 


and honest attempt to do what they 
could be expected to do. 

“This applies to the cities as well 
as to the country, although we have 
found some difficulty under certain 
city charters to do all we would 
like. 

“In the east and among the fin- 
anciers I have been charged as un- 
couraging fraud by the debtors. 

“This I most emphatically deny. 

“Any debtor who is able to pay 
and attempts to evade his just debts 
will receive no support from the 
government. 

“This class as a whole is not pre- 
valent in Alberta. I am more con- 
vinced that the error, if any, is on 
the other side. 
béing forced to pay more than they 
can afford to pay and still they pro- 
vide a fair standard of living for 
themselves and their families. 


GENERAL POLICY 

“Now regarding the bonus on 
fuel oil for the farmers, I need only 
say that this is in line with our gen- 
eral policy. We realize that the 
farmers are the. backbone ‘cf our 
province and if they do not get a 
fair return for their products then 
everybody suffers. 

“When we heard that the federal 
government had cut the wheat 
price with the heavy freight dis- 
crimination against our farmers we 
knew that the situation was an im- 
possible one. 

“We therefore set the machinery 
in motion to enable the farmers at 


an early date to save cost of produc- | 


tion. We have been assured by 
our treasury department that on 
all accounts opened on or before 
May 1 that they will be able to 
pay a bonus on all fuel purchases 
paid for during June and upon all 
accounts opened after May 1 they 
will only be able to pay a bonus 
on fuel purchases paid for after 
July 1.” 

The premier then announced that 
during July and the first two weeks 
of August, the Prophetic Bible Con- 
ference would cease broadcasting 
and on August 20 the meeting will 
be sponsored by the Social Credit 
parliamentary group at Ottawa.
